Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-66 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Specifically, claims 15, 25, 28, 29, 31, 32, 37, 50, 53, 
55, 56, 63 and 64 are the claims in question. 

3. Claim 15 recites the limitation "said parameter" in line 1 , claim 25 recites "said 
parameter" in line 2, claims 37, 50 and 51 recite "the radio access network (RNC)" in 
lines 2-3, 2, and 2, respectively, claims 53 and 55 recite "said selected PSAP" and "said 
GMLC" in lines 1-2, and lines 2 and 3, respectively, claim 56 recites "the positioning" in 
line 1 , claim 63 recites "SGSN" in line 2 and claim 64 recites "mobile terminal" in line 3. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for these limitations in the claims. Claim 28 has 
improper dependency (should it depend on claim 27?), claim 29 has improper 
dependency (should it depend on claim 27?), claims 31 and 32 have improper 
dependency (should they depend from claim 30?). Further, in some of the claims, 
punctuation at the end of the sentences are either missing or incorrect (i.e., claims 12, 
33, 59, 62 
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Specification 

4. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 1 50 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

Conclusion 

5. Based on the above mentioned informalities, a thorough examination could not 
be performed. Therefore, the examiner is requesting that the informalities be corrected 
before an examination is done on the application.
